The meeting was called to order with Mayor Glass presiding.
Roll Call:

Councilman MacCorkle moved that since copies of the minutes of the last
meeting of the City Council have been furnished Council members by the City Clery
the reading of the minutes be dispensed with and that the minutes be approved as
individually read by the Council in the Clerk's report. Upon being duly secondei
by Councilman Johnson, the wmotion was unenimously adopted by the Council, and
the minutes so approved. :

HR. M. H., CRQCKEDT inquired of the possibility of installing a public tele-
phone booth in the City Hall--one that would be a booth with some privacy.

MR. LOUIS R, COOK, 3404 Cherry Lane asked if the 3400 block of Cherry Lane
could be included in the proposed paving program; that the proposed peving goes
from Exposition Boulevard to Schulle Avenue, and he asked that it be extended
this one more block, as all the property owners had signed up. The City Manager
stated this waes a matter of allocation, and this block probably could be included

MR. GRANVILLE PRICE, 2900 block on Clearview asked that Meadowbrook be in-
cluded in the paving. The Director of Public Works stated this was a situation
different to the one of Mr. Louis Cook's, in that this was a side street. The
Mayor informed Mr. Price that the City did not have enough money to participate
in all requests; but 1f some blocks dropped out in the new program, the City
would certainly try to work his block in. :

PROPORTIONATE PART OF THE COSTS TO BE BORNE BY THE
CITY AND THE PART TO BE BORNE BY THE ABUTTING PROPER-
TIES AND THE OWNERS THEREOF, PROVIDING FOR THE ASSESS-
MENT OF THE PORTION OF THE COSTS TO BE BORNE BY PROP-
ERTY QWNERS, AND FOR THE FIXING OF 4 LIEN TQ SECURE
PAYMENT OF SUCH ASSESSMENTS, STATING THE TIME AND
MANNER PROPCSED FOR PAYMENT OF ALL SUCH COSTS, DIRECT-
CING THE CITY CLERK TO CAUSE A NOTICE OF THE ENACTMENT
OF THIS ORDINANCE TO BE FILED IN THE MORIGAGE OR DEED
OF TRUST RECORDS OF TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS, AND DECLAR~
ING AN EZMERGENCY.

Councilman Long moved that the ordinance remain on file with the City Clerk
for public inspection at least ome week before the final passage or adoption
thereof., The motion, seconded by Councilman Johnson, carried by the following

"fe respectfully petition that the City Commission of Austin install
one hour parking meters at proper distences apert in the above numbered

blocks.

"0ur business is severly and adversely affected by the fact that the
rmajority of cars parked along this street freguently remain parked
from one~half a day to all day. This is a great handicap and we re-
gpectfully ask that our City Commission grant us relief as speedily as
posgible. "

Texas, and hereby smthorizes the sald Austin Toundation Company, through thelr
owner, J. H, Wheless, Jr., to operate a private gasoline plant consisting of
a 280 gallon underground tsnk and pump for the sole purpose of servicing thelr
own motor equipment and from which no gasoline is to be sold, subject to the
same being operated in compliance with all the ordinances relating thereto,
and further subject to the foregoing attached recommendations; and the Building
Inspector is hereby suthorized to issue an occupancy permit for the operation
of this private gasoline plant after full compliance with all the provisions
of this resolution, and said permission shall be held to be granted, and
accepted subject to all necessary, reasonable and proper, present and future
regulations and ordinances of the City of Austin, Texas, in the enforcement of
the proper police, traffic and fire regulations; and. the right of revocation
is retained if, after hearing, it is found by the City Council that the sald
Austin Foundation Company has failed and refused and will continue to fail and
refuse to perform any such condition, regulations, and ordinances.

I, the undersigned, have considered the application of Austin Foundation
Gompany, through their owner, J. H. Wheless, Jr., for permission to operate a
private gasoline plant consisting of a 280-gallon underground tank and pump

for the sole purpose of servicing their own motor equipment and from which no
gasoline 1s to be sold, which property is designated as Lots 9 and 10, Block 3,
Glissman Subdivision snd is located on the south side of Manor Road in the City
of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and locally known as 1803 Manor Road.

'Thié property is located in a WoW Commercial District and I recommend that
this permit be granted subject te the following conditions:

(1). That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall be of an approved type and shall
bear the lzbel of the Undervwriters Laboratories, Inec., and that =1l tanks &nd
pumps shall be installed in compliance with the Ordinance governing the storage
and handling of gasoline.

(2). That 21l tanks and pumps shall be located not nearer than 10 feet to the
property line and so located that cars stopped for the purpose of unloading
or receiving gasoline or other supplies shall not in any way obstruct the free

passage of traffic on either the sldewalk, street or alley.
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(3). That "NO SMOKINGY signs shall at all times be prominently digplayed and
no person shall be permitted to smoke on the premises where gasoline 1s handled
or stored. :

(%), That all fees shall be paid and 2 permit secured from the Building
Inspector's Office before any installation work is started, and that no equip-
ment ghall be placed in operation until after final inspection and approval

of same, . '

I.

For the consideration hereinafter stated, the City of Austin agrees to
furnish all laber, tools, equipment, implements, appliances and materials
necessary to lay, and agrees to lay certain water majns and other pipes, in
accordance with plang and specifications prepared or approved by the Super-
intendent of Water Department and the Director of Public Works of the Qity of
Aungtin, in the streets and at the locations deseribed as follows:

Two-inch (2%) cast iron water mains in Russell Street from
Redd Street South to Lot 1, Block H, a distance of approxi-
mately 5000,

11,

It is estimated that the work described in Paragraph I will cost the
sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) when completed, and T. C. Wommack, in
consideration of the benefits to be derived by him and his successors from the
improvements above described, agrees to deposit such sum of money with the
City of Austin prior to the commencement of such work.

III.

Within a reamonuble time after the deposit of such sum of money as
provided in Paragraph II, the City of Austin agrees to commence construction
of the improvements deseribed in Paragraph I, and to prosecute sald work in &
good and workmanlike manner and with reasonable diligence until fully completed;
but delays occasioned by metters and events over which the City has no control
shall be excepted and not included in the time reesonably required to complete
the work.

Iv.

The deposit provided for in Paragreph II is an estimate only of the
cost of constructing the improvements described in Paragraph I, and it is
agreed that if the actusl cost of such work is less than the amount so deposited,
the City of Austin, after the work is completed, will refund to 7. C. Wommack
the difference between the actual cost and the estimated cost of such work, but
if the sctual cost of such work shall exceed the amount of such deposit, T. C.
Wommack agrees, upon notice from the City, immediately to deposit an 2dditional
sum to make up the difference between the estimated cost and the actual cost of
the work. The amount of actual cost of the work shall in any event be retained
by the City and shall not be refunded.

V.
It is agreed that title to a1l such improvements herein provided for
shall be and remain in the Oity of Austin, =nd the City mey make such repairs,

changes and comnections therewith as may be proper or necessary to the orderly
conduct of its water system.

VI.

P, (. Vommack further agrees to obtain for the City of Austin, or to
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obtain and transfer to the City of Austin, all easements across private property
which may be necessary for the construction of the improvements herein provided
for, and for the connection of such improvements with the present water system
of the City. : ,

VII.

Upon completion of said improvements, City of Austin agrees to connect
such water maing with its water system, and thereafter to maintain them as a

part of such system.

LESLIE PHARES came before the Council regarding the Casting Peol at
Zilker Springs, stating it bred mosguitoes, was a woste- of water, that it wes
filled by a firehoses which ran scross a street, creating a traffic hazard, gnd
he was protesting. The Mayor stated a drawing of a proposed pool hed been sub-
nitted and referred to the City Manager and Recreatior Director, and it looked
1ike it would cost about $11,000, which probably was toc muchi that the present
pool is an old pool, and should bve treated to keep down mosguitoes, and that the
City &ould handle thils situation.

.The waiting-bench question was brought up. MR. BRUCE BLEDSOE, and MR. EVANA
with TANNER, EVANS and COTT, Inc. outlined their plan to place benches at bus
stops, the benches to bear advertising on the front side of the bench back.
MAYOR GLASS recommended that the present ordinance be repealed, as advertising
did not add anything of beasuty to the City.

COUNCIIMAN JOHNSON
expressed opposition to advertising on the benches; COUNCILMAN DRAXE stated he
had no objections to the advertising; MAYOR GLASS expressed opposition to
advertising, and favoring some meens of providing bvenches without advertising.
LONE STAR CHAPTER NO, 4, DISABLED AMERICAN VETERANS applied for permission to
install benches, and use the proceeds for advertising for their Welfsre Fund.
W. P. GRUMBLES requested permission to inetall 200 benches without sdvertising,
but he was not present to submit his proposition. Councilman Johngon did not
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went to stand in the way of the D. A. V. in any way, and he moved that this
"quest ion be decided the following week. His motion lost for lack of a second.
The Mayor snnouted that the ordinance and Councilman Johnson's motion had died
for lack of seconds, end it was up to the applicants to work the matter out with
the City Maneger if they felt they could tske a chance that the ordinance would
not be repeasled shortiy.

Later in the meeting enother discussion on the benches followed. The City
Manager stated that z few years back, such benches were in Austin, and the City
had to take them up, ss they were not maintesined, and were targets for vandalism.
The City Attorney stated the zign ordinance and zoning ordinance would have to
be changed, and the City hed a liability when it permitted & commercial on the
streets. '
